WHEREAS, Resolution 296-2021 authorized ongoing contracts for mental health
services, subject to State appropriations therefor; and

WHEREAS, Resolution 296-2021 further authorized the Health and Human Services
Committee to accept additional grant funds from the State of New York in support of the
Services to be rendered by the contracting agencies listed in Resolution 296-2021, provided the
additional grant funds did not exceed 10% of the contract amounts set forth in Resolution 296-
2021; and

WHEREAS, additional funds have become available from New York State Office of
Mental Health (“OMH”) in the amount of $44,248, for cost of living adjustments (“COLA”),
effective April 1, 2023, a minimum wage increase totaling $7,920, effective January 1, 2023, and
a Five Hundred Eight Dollars ($508) per bed minimum wage increase, and a Six Hundred
Ninety-One Dollar ($691) per bed stipend for 57 supported housing beds, totaling $51,257
effective April 1, 2023, allocated to the following mental health service providers contractually
retained pursuant to Resolution 296-2021:

WHEREAS, a Project BIN 2202750, Coons Crossing Road over Anthony Kill, Bridge
Replacement, Town of Halfmoon, Saratoga County, PIN 1761.78 (the “Project”) is eligible for
funding under Title 23 U.S. Code, as amended, that calls for the apportionment of the costs of
such program to be borne at the ratio of 80% Federal funds and 20% non-federal funds; and

WHEREAS, the County of Saratoga previously advanced this project with the adoption
of Resolution 273 of 2020 by authorizing the acceptance of $192,079.00 for Design and ROW
Incidentals; and

WHEREAS, the County of Saratoga desires to advance the Project by making a
commitment of 100% of the non-federal share of the costs of ROW Acquisition; and

WHEREAS, an amendment of the 2023 budget is needed to appropriate the necessary
funding for the Project; and

NOW THEREFORE, the Saratoga County Board of Supervisors hereby approves the
Project; and it is hereby further

AUTHORIZING AND AGREEMENT WITH FLATLEY READ, INC. FOR THE
BATTLES OF SARATOGA INTERPRETIVE PLAN

WHEREAS, milestone anniversaries commemorating significant historical events give our
citizens the opportunity to reflect on our past and gain a better understanding of the way these
people, events and ideas shaped our county, state and nation; and

WHEREAS, the 250" Anniversary of the American Revolution will be observed from
2025 through 2033, and throughout that period the geographical area that would become
Saratoga County played a significant role in several events, conflicts, meetings, raids and
transportation routes; and

WHEREAS, in the year 1777, one of the most important events of the entire Revolution,
the surrender of the Army of British General John Burgoyne to American General Horatio Gates
following the success of the Americans at the Battles of Saratoga, known as the Turning Point of
the American Revolution, happened within our borders and changed the course of the war; and

WHEREAS, the National Park Service tells much of the story of the Battle of Freeman’s
Farm, and Bemis Heights through the interpretation at the multiple units of Saratoga National
Historical Park, but the story of the third battle, the Saratoga Siege Battlefield, remains largely
untold, and many of the sites unpreserved; and

WHEREAS, Flatley Read, Inc. has proposed an agreement to provide a Master
Interpretive Plan to commemorate the Saratoga Siege Battlefield, including but not limited to
compiling all existing cultural resource surveys, archeological reports, site development and
management, and other documents as needed; and

WHEREAS, our Law and Finance Committee, County Administrator, and County
Historian, have recommended that the County enter into an agreement with Flatley Read, Inc. to
provide a Master Interpretive Plan to commemorate the Saratoga Siege Battlefield, in amount not
to exceed $30,000, inclusive of all travel, meeting materials, printings, and other supplies needed
for completing the scope of work as outlined in their “Battles of Saratoga Interpretive Plan
Proposal” dated June 27, 2023; now therefore be it
